Cotton thread and cotton material purchased in Nationalist areas can be sold 
for double the initial price in Communist areas. 
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The Chinese Communists have organized Production Bureau*, in Harbin, Chianussu 
(330-30, 46-50), and Mutanehiang (129-37, 44-35). The bureaus control, all ianus- 
trial and eoonsrdal concerns, the local markets, and all native gooite (cereals 
and products of hone industries) in the countryside.- The bureaus haw ordered 
the private concerns to organize an “I Kong Hui" (ig Z % ) which will train 
laborers. Shoos will be run by these trained workers. Of the profits, 4Q£ will 
go to the manager and 6005 to the workers. If the stores are unable to maintain 
themselves, the Production Bureau will contribute funds to help them continue in 
business. This actually makes the concerns half privately-owned and half gorom- 
BKsnt-oraed. Many merchants are dissatisfied with this method of economic control. 
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Prices of cereals in Harbin have decreased during the month of January. On® 
bag of flour (44 catties) costs 7300 HECf one catty of rice costs 54 NBCj and 
one catty of sorghum, 16. ^■■^■notet Exchange rates approximately 
1 HBC to* 11 CMC.)
